Certainly, can all agree theory—and should 
all agree practice—that the policy trying more 
work than are rightly able penny wise and 
pound foolish policy. You can’t burn candle both 
ends and expect have much candle when the night 
cometh. 


The plain fact that the religious teacher needs 
Quite aside from the time apportioned rule for de- 
votional exercises, should able now and then 
take two three consecutive hours spend the com- 
afternoon, say, occupy himself like good Christian 
with generous spell informal spiritual reading, 
slip into echapel for nice, long visit with Our Dear 
Lord reasonably assured that his devotions will not 
disturbed. Without such leisure the religious will not, 
cannot grow the spirit his state.

When the English philosopher, John Stuart Mill, died 
ripe old age, his compatriot, John Morley, wrote: 
strong and pure light gone out, the radiance 
clear vision and beneficent purpose.” That noble 
epitaph; and should not strive make yours and 
are let our light shine before men and 
before God, needful that now and then take time 
trim the lamp. rush frantically about, have 
dozen irons the fire simultaneously, wear ourselves 
out with fussing and fuming, may secure measure 
cheap popularity and ephemeral admiration; may 
even euolgized good religious and zealous teachers 
the short-sighted friends who assist our premature 
obsequies. But make our lives masterpiece 
beauty and service, make our work redolent 
prayer and culture, keep our influence over others ‘un- 
wavering, sweet and clean, leave, the phrase goes, 
the world better because have lived it—these things 
require that have abundant leisure draw nigh the 
ideals teachers and religious have fashioned our 
very own, learn that God’s way with the world 
leisurely way, realize that, when all over, are 
judged less what than what are. 
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study, pray, teach, 
live. That, little, your 
life and mine. And the four 
lines effort are not confined 
isolated 
channels. The depth our 
study, the fervor our prayer, 
the skill our teaching, 
modify and all are affected 
our philosophy life. 
that philosophy life, far more 
than any other single thing, that 
determines the quality the 
work do, for that which 
animating spirit. What are, 
men, students, religious 
and teachers, conditioned 
what our philosophy life 
is. 

Our philosophy life should dynamic, not static. 
Some elements it, indeed, may well know shadow 
alteration through the years; but other elements—and 
they are many—should state wholesome flux, 
ever being shaped and modified contact with new 
ideas, social intercourse, thought, experience 
and books. That why, are truly wise, 
neglect opportunity learning something new, 
coming into contact with minds deeper experience 
more varied outlook than our own. 

And today iet learn something Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s philosophy life the hope finding 
some element other which may profitably in- 
corporate into our own. Stevenson was man 
great intellectual stature, distinction; but 
knew more than you and know certain aspects 
life, and understood what work and achievement and 
artistry mean. the two preceding papers this 
series, the excerpts are taken from the second volume 
the Biographical Edition his works, published the 
Scribners. 

prime importance the daily round the teacher’s 
duties the art reading. Have nothing learn 
about the knack getting the significant things out 
the books read? Stevenson was great reader; 
could even say, find few greater pleasures than read- 
ing own works.” (Page 392.) Yet did not neglect 
the works other writers. the following sentences 
gives one hint which should prove highly stimulating 
and directive. speaking Dostoieffsky’s novel, 
“Crime and Punishment:” 

“Many find dull: Henry James could not finish it: all 
can say is, nearly finished me. was like having 
illness. James did not care for because the character 
Raskolnikoff was not objective; and that divined 
great gulf between us, and, further reflection, the 
existence certain impotence many minds today, 
which prevents them from living book character, 
and keeps them standing afar off, spectators puppet 
show. such suppose the book may seem empty 
the center; the others room, house life, into 
which they themselves enter, and are tortured and puri- 
fied.”

Writing New Year’s Day, 1886, his old nurse, 
Alison Cunningham, Stevenson comments bit adversely 
the modern notion that the chief aim life have 
good time.

St. John Chrysostom set down one the essentials 
good preacher that not affected praise; and 
Greek orator, when his audience applauded him, once 
turned friend and exclaimed, must have said some- 
foolish!”

“Let tell each other sad stories the bestiality 
the beasts whom feed. What likes the news- 
paper; and the press the mouth sewer, where 
lying professed from university chair, and every- 
thing prurient, and ignoble, and essentially dull, finds its 
abode and pulpit. not like mankind; but men, and 
not all these—and fewer women. for respecting the 
race, and, above all, that fatuous rabble burgesses 
called ‘the public,’ God save from such 


that way lies disgrace and dishonor. There must 


something wrong would not popular.” 
(Page 12.) 

dreaded popular approval, for was convinced that 
the standard popular judgment thing debased. And 
writes ironical vein artist friend who had 
sent him some illustrations for Keats’s “Lamia:” 

“Thank you again; you can draw and yet you not 
love the ugly; what are you doing this age? Flee, 
while yet time; they will have your four limbs pinned 
upon stable door scare witches. The ugly, un- 
happy friend, rigueur; the only wear! What 
chance you threw away with the serpent! Why had 
Apollonius pimples? Heavens, dear Low, you 
not know your business. 

his attitude towards most people Stevenson seems 
have acted accordance with the principle: Blessed 
are they who expect little; for they shall not disap- 
pointed. letter Miss Monroe put his convic- 
tion the form great epigram: “So much cyni- 
cism recognize that nobody does right the best 
equipment for those who not wish cynics good 
earnest.” (Page 37.) respectfully submit the paradox 
for the earnest meditation all those among having 
any measure authority. And all who have 
guide and persuade others will find food for thought 
this advice given Stevenson lady undertaking 
missionary work. 

“Always remember the fable the sun, the storm and 
the traveller’s cloak. Forget wholly and forever all small 
pruderies, and remember that you cannot change ancestral 
feelings right and wrong without what practically 
soul-murder. Barbarous the customs may seem, always 
hear them with patience, always judge them with gentle- 
ness, always find them some seed good; see that you 
always develop them; remember that all you can 
civilise the man the line his own civilization, such 
And never expect, never believe in, thaumaturgic 
conversions.” (Page 415.) 

This not the only instance where Stevenson preached 
the salutary gospel Learn Like Things. writes 
lad the United States: 

“Whatever you do, read something else besides novels 
and newspapers; the first are good enough when they are 
good; the second, their best, are worth nothing. Read 
great books literature and history; try understand 
the Roman Empire and the Middle Ages; sure you 
not understand when you dislike them; condemnation 
non-comprehension. And you know something these 
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two periods, you will know little more about today, and 
may good President.” (Pages 293-94.) 

similar piece advice, concerned, however, with 
writing rather than with reading, gives fellow 
novelist, James Barrie: 

“You should never write about anybody until you 
yourself least for the moment that you love 
him, above all anybody whom your plot revolves. 
will always make hole the book; and has 
anything with the mechanism, prove stick your 
machinery.” (Page 326.) 

Can not here the possibility fruitful appli- 
cation the practice teaching? Even have 
teach distasteful subject, nothing less than duty 
for learn like it, or, the very least, make 
believe like (in which case the reality may come 
reward for our heroic maintenance the sham.) The 
excellence our work determined largely the quality 
our enthusiasm, and there can enthusiasm where 
there affection. Even sledge-hammer controver- 
sialist must have affection; may not love his adversary, 
but must love fight. Granted, there are some things 
cannot consistently like, things that are what 
newspapers were Stevenson. Yet solemn truth 
that not the least searching test man’s culture—be 
saint sinner, monk Mormon, savant 
sweeper—is the degree which, and the number ob- 
jects which, extends his active and untrammeled 
liking.

weather, for shows his true self even the most com- 
monplace and insignificant things says and does; but 
only the great moments his life and only when 

speaks eternal things that reveals his whole sclf. 
Now, one the eternal things what, for want 
more accurate term, call religion. Some men, even 
some eminent men, have made significant self-revelation 
not discussing religion all, but this group Steven- 
son did not belong. The fullness Divine revelation 
was not accorded him, and some his views 
Catholics cannot all respects sanction. Yet every line 
wrote the subject value us, for enables 
see and compare. Let here recall few repre- 
sentative utterances. 

“Yes, could believe the immortality business, the 
world would indeed too good true; but were 
put here what service can, for honor and not for 
hire; the sods cover us, and the worm that never dies, 
the conscience, sleeps well last; these are the wages, 
besides what receive lavishly day day; and they 
are enough for man who knows his own frailty and sees 
all things the proportion reality. The soul piety 
was killed long ago that idea reward.” (Page 14.) 

“Death great and gentle solvent; has never had 
justice done it, no, not Whitman. 
crockery chimney-piece ornaments, the bourgeois (quorum 
pars), and their cowardly dislike of,dying and killing, 
merely one symptom thousand how utterly they 
have got out touch life. Their dislike capital 
punishment and their treatment their domestic servants 
are for the two flaunting emblems their hollow- 
ness.”

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TEACHING RELIGION. 
Rev. Elliot Ross, C.S.P. 


Our Catholic schools exist for 
the teaching religion. 
for this and this alone that 
are making the sacrifices neces- 
sary support the thousands 
parochial schools and academies 
stretching across this land. 
were not that think es- 
sential that religion should find 
prominent place the school, 
could rest content with the 
efforts the State the edu- 
cational field. 


From purely material stand- 
point there denying that 
the state schools frequently sur- 

enormous resources the State, 
nor can levy taxes upon the property our adherents. 
But believe that better for Catholic children 
schools inferior the material side they will 
well instructed their religion, than attend the finest 
school the country where God never mentioned. 


Making these sacrifices, however, and having these con- 
victions, primary dictate common sense that 
should clear the meaning religion and sure 
the ways teaching it. And yet look over the 
country and study what going our classrooms, 
are forced wonder there that thoroughness 
much desired. 

The word religion—perhaps unfortunately—has several 
meanings, and legitimate ones. may mean, for instance, 
the sum the truths concerning God and the relation 
creatures Him. may mean the rites which 


worship God. Again, may mean the personal union 


that exists between the individual soul and the Creator. 

When say that our Catholic schools exist teach 
religion, mean the word any all the senses? 
there another meaning that have not yet given? 


answer that question from objective study, 
think shall agree that our schools are practically de- 
fining religion the sum certain doctrines and the 
practice certain external forms worship. Our schools 
are teaching the catechism, which merely summary 
question and answer form the fundamental truths 
Catholicism; and they are teaching the sign the cross, 
the recitation the beads, attendance Mass, and on. 
think shall justified saying, too, that our formal 
and direct efforts stop there. Indirectly, course, there 
will certain absorption the spirit Catholicism 
from pictures, from selected reading, from emphasis 
the Catholic side history, and many other ways. But 
the whole what taught indirectly about the same 
what taught directly. The matter identical 
although the method may different. 


far this goes, our Catholic schools 
doubtedly fairly successful. There may difference 
opinion whether the question and answer form for 
text book the best. The problem has been discussed 
rather recently these pages, and very good case made 
for different method and approach. But spite that 
may fairly satisfied with the results our Catholic 
schools, are satisfied with our definition religion. 
That the crux the question. 

Should satisfied confine the meaning religion 
sum doctrines and certain external forms wor- 
ship? And are not satisfied, then where shall 
for answer? The natural place should certainly 
the Bible. St. Peter said: “Lord, whom shall 
go? Thou hast the words eternal way 
parenthesis, may remark that this one the things 
connection with religion that might profitably 
taught our schools—a greater searching the 
Scriptures. might make the religion many our 
children more vital and personal than mere parrot-like 
recitation question and answer from 

that may, however, what find regard 
this meaning religion when the Bible, and 


especially the words our Lord Himself? Take your 
Bible and turn the twenty-second chapter St. 
Matthew’s Gospel. You will find there how the Pharisees 
tried entrap Jesus His teaching, and lawyer among 
them asked Him which was the great commandment 
the law. Christ’s answer was that the first commandment 
was love God. “This the first and the greatest com- 
mandment,” said our Saviour. “And the second like 
unto it: Thou shalt love thy thy self.” 
(XXII, 38-39.) St. Mark’s account, Jesus adds: “There 
other commandment greater than these.” (XII, 31.) 

Nor did Christ leave doubt who our neigh- 
bor and what meant love him. The incident given 
Matthew and Mark supplemented St. Luke’s 
Gospel the parable the Good Samaritan. Most 
likely the priest and the levite who passed the wounded 
man without helping him, had fulfilled all the minute 
prescriptions the Old Law regarding the external wor- 
ship God. Undoubtedly they could rattle off 
promptly any child with medal for catechism the ten 
commandments and all the other teachings the then 
Church. But had they been taught least 
did they have religion? Jesus leaves doubt. 
was Samaritan who fulfilled the second the two 
greatest commandments. realize the full force this 
illustration given our Savior Himself must re- 
member that the Samaritans stood about the same re- 
lation the orthdox members what was then the true 
Church Salvation Armyists Bolsheviki us. 

Turn now the first Epistle that Beloved Disciple 
who the Last Supper rested his head upon Christ’s 
bosom. Surely any one understood Christ’s doctrine 
was St. John the Divine. Though worded differently 
this doctrine is, course, Christ’s. The whole 
his first letter insistence that religion consists 
love—love God and love neighbor. “For this 
the message that have heard from the beginning, that 
should love one another.” (III, love 
which St. John speaks not mere lip-love. 
are never tired insisting against non-Catholics that 
knowledge will not make man good, that there must 
should teach our children the commandment love one’s 
neighbor. St. John goes say: “My little chil- 
dren, let not love word, neither with the tongue; 
but deed and truth.” (18.) 


What does St. John mean deed and truth? 
means service our fellow men that will extend even 
far death need be. “And ought lay down 
our lives for the brethren.” (16.) 


important this love one’s neighbor that St. 
John makes the test and measure one’s love God. 
“If any man say, love God, and hateth his brother, 
liar; for that loveth not his brother whom hath 
seen, cannot love whom hath not seen.” 

St. James, that great zealot for faithful observance 
all the prescriptions the Law regarding externals, tells 
the same story. “Religion pure and undeflied before 
God and the Father this; visit the fatherless and the 
widows their distress and keep oneself unspotted 
from this world.” (1, 27.) even put first the service 
one’s neighbor. 

There can doubt whatever, therefore, that Christ, 
and after Him the Apostles, taught that religion consists 
two parts—a love God and love neighbor. 
Further than that, they make the love one’s neighbor, 
through active practical service, the test loving God. 
For the love one’s neighbor something visible and 
tangible, can determined with greater accuracy than 
the love God. And the evangelists not hesitate 
say that one who shows love his neighbor has 
only counterfeit love God. 

From all this follows that are have Catholic 
schools merely for the purpose teaching religion, these 
schools must necessity teach the service one’s 
neighbor. they not inculcate this lesson then they 
are not teaching the whole Christ’s religion. 
are, the contrary, omitting one its essential parts. 
Children Catholic school may have been taught 
recite the beads beautifully, hear Mass every morning, 
answer the catechism perfectly—but they have not 
been taught visit the fatherless and the widows they 
have been taught only emasculated Catholicism. 
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Having gotten clear our minds, then, what 
want teach—the love God and the service our 
neighbor—we have least made some advance. But 
there still remains the practical difficulty how 
this. easy matter teach this service, and 
especially young children. Like great many other 
things, easier said than done. Yet are more 
likely say it, than not even say it. 

Formal teaching the classroom perhaps impossible. 
There can classes sociology for the young chil- 
dren. But with teacher who fire with zeal 
communicate love one’s neighbor many opportuni- 
ties will present themselves. incident seen news- 
paper, some sight witnessed the street, visit some 
poor family will the occasion insinuating into the 
minds the pupils some inkling the misery and in- 
justice this world and our responsibilities the 
matter. Bible stories, such the parable the Good 
Samaritan, can translated into the experiences the 
children. the pupils are compelled rewrite this story 
their own words and apply their own lives, 
surely will come home them more 
haps, their way school, they may -have seen some 
crippled beggar being passed unheeded, the teacher 
can describe them—if impracticable have them 
actually see—the section where the poor live, and how 
that they have been, were, passing the other 
side the street, because they have avoided this portion 
the town. 


Certainly can expect that nothing the classroom 
shall against this fundamental part Catholicism— 
service one’s neighbor. And yet ask—tentatively— 
some the practices fostered some schools are not 
really inconsistent with spirit service. Service means 
co-operation, means helping your neighbor, means 
giving him your cloak takes your coat, means 
going two miles with him compels you one. 
some schools, the contrary, there fostered 
spirit rivalry and competition. Every device possible 
used excite the pupils strive against each other, 
instead co-operating with one another. 

Let describe the system that was vogue the 
High School attended, and which for all know may 
still used. After the first month, the highest two were 
called captains. These captains alternately chose the 
members their company, and the pupils sat the order 
their choice. conducting the recitation the teacher 
would question the boy chosen tenth, let say. 
missed then the tenth boy the other company would 
asked. Should answer his side would score. One 
might also score calling the attention the teacher 
boy the other side who was cheating. The com- 
pany having the highest score had banner hanging 
its side the room. The next day, failed keep 
the lead, the banner hung the other side. 


Undoubtedly, this was clever device for stimulating 
interest. Probably the more Latin and 
Greek than they would otherwise would have learned. 
But were they learning unlearning Catholicism—in St. 
James’ definition it? Would St. John say they were 
learning love? Perhaps significant that one com- 
pany was called the Romans and the 
Carthaginians. Yet the school existed, considerable 
expense the Catholic public, for the primary purpose 
teaching love one’s neighbor—since that religion, 
and existed teach religion. 

wonder sometimes whether all the jealousies and 
heartaches that are fostered our system competi- 
tion, mark reading, premiums and medals really 
make children better Catholics. And sometimes wonder 
whether not system could not devised—at least 
for some studies—that would teach co-operation. 
geography, for instance, would possible assign 
certain part the lesson different pupils, each one 
being expected report for the benefit the class?

disputed point for one pupil look what particular 
authority says, another some other book? And would 
this way conducting classes better foundation for 
spirit service than the one present vogue 
many schools?

most our schools, least for older children, there 
are religious organizations, sodalities, and the like. These 
confine themselves, present, pretty exclusively that 
side religion that may called, St. James’ phrase, 
“keeping oneself unspotted from this world.” right 
and necessary that this element religion should 
taught and emphasized. But could not these organiza- 
tions embrace within their ken the whole religion? 
Could they not some way made teach the visiting 
the fatherless and the widow? 


Where there are Catholic social organizations, whether 
lay religious, the answer would seem simple. 
The sodality, whatever called, could get touch 
with the Catholic charitable activities and co-operate with 
them. Children Mary could taught sew for the 
poor well recite the Little Office. They could 
visit the poor the hospitals, and perhaps their homes. 
For the upper classes there could hand hand with 
this remedial work some study the causes these con- 
ditions. Why are these people poor? What can done 
prevent poverty? 


The day will come when the children trained our 
schools will have take attitude certain political 
attempts apply the second commandment every day 
life. Minimum wage laws, social insurance, model hous- 
ing will for discussion. May not reasonably ex- 
pect that those least who have been through our high 
schools should have intelligent ideas these practical 
Christian problems. 


Nor should these lessons love service 
neglected the primary grades. Where the children have 
gardens they can encouraged take the flowers 
the sick poor their homes some hospital. 
they make little things connection with class work, 
such pin-cushions, boxes, and on, they can have 
mind some poor person who will prize this personal 
service innocent child. they outgrow their toys 
and childish books and clothes, they should taught 
remember those among the poor for whom they would 
appropriate. There are innumerable ways which 


even young children can taught “religion pure and un- 
defiled.” 


Catholic school making earnest effort teach religion 
as thus understood would certainly be serving Christ’s Church 
better than one confining itself to memorizing the catechism 
and saying certain prayers. For one thing, it could not fali 
to develop more vocations to the religious life. Pupils would 
gain a greater sense of responsibility for their neighbors. They 
would learn that they are their brother’s kegpers. By visiting 
our hospitals and orphanages, and other charitable undertak- 
ings, by being brought into direct contact with their workings, 
they would in larger numbers be drawn to follow the Sisters 
and Brothers conducting them into the same complete conse- 
cration to God’s work on earth. And many of those who did 
not enter religion, would yet swell the number of those earnest 
men and women who are so necessary for the successful carry- 
ing on of the work of the religious communities. 


Wider, too, than this would be the spirit of co-operation that 
would develop between Catholics generally. Recently I read 
an article in which a business man complained that most of 
our schools, because they teach rivalry rather than co-opera- 
tion, are not a practical preparation for business life. Com- 
petition, of course, is necessary between one business organi- 
zation and another. But within the organziation there must 
be team-work. No executive could be successful with every 
man under him competing against every other man in the or- 
ganization as do pupils in a school. Therefore, he advocated 
some system by which work could be divided up between pupils, 
each one being necessary for the other. 


Now if this is true of the business world, much truer is it 
of the Kingdom of God on earth. It is generally admitted that 
we are too parochial. We compete against each other. Those 
outside the Fold will furnish us all the competition necessary 
for efficiency and progress. Within let us co-operate. But if 
we are to co-operate, if we are to get over parochial rivalries 
and jealousies, then we must teach the lesson of love in our 
schools. And unless we teach this love, then our schools are 
failing to attain the object of their existence—the teaching of 
religion. For religion in the definition of St. John, of St. James, 
St. Paul, and Christ Himself, love.

True Harmony system laws, 
upon which all chords that occur 
music may written. 

The study Harmony abso- 
lutely necessary for the complete 
mastery music. The time has come 
when one will dare teach the 
art who has not mastered this science, 
and, the estimation musicians, 
one should without thorough 
training it. The study for those 
who wish understand and fully en- 
joy music. increases both the men- 
tal and the emotional pleasure what 
one hearing knows the inner 
meaning what performed, and 
this harmony reveals. But those who 
not understand Harmony, can only 
enjoy surface gratification, even 
the most common styles music, 


they are degree shut out 
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from enjoying the grand creations 


the great masters. person who 
does not understand the science 
Harmony like one reciting poem 
language which does not 
understand. musical education 
complete without working knowl- 
edge this important branch. en- 
ables the performer put both head 
and heart his work, and that with 
far greater intensity expression. 

Some the direct and practical 
everyday uses Harmony are: 
teaches the student estimate music 
more its real value. helps him 
tell good from poor music. His 
taste will solid foundation, 
and not indefinable emotion. 
gives ability correct misprints, thus 
saving the performer many pitfall. 
teaches scales and keys, im- 
portant bit knowledge 
neglected, for the performer should 
know what key performing, 
and should recognize the modulations 
his piece passes them. 
teaches one how modulate from 
one key another and how make 
memorizing, for classifies groups 
what otherwise would hopeless 
mass notes. the teacher 
able explain and give reasons 
for his opinions and statements, and 
surely should able talk about 
music common sense way. 
great aid help accompany 
the voice song. enables one 
transpose pieces other and more 
desirable keys, and this often indis- 
pensable singer accompanist. 
Not the least its advantages the 
continual use one obliged make 
harmony the use the pedals, 
and use them correctly higher 
grade music. Whether you be- 
come composers not, delight 
any musician note down his 
ideas. The foundation the skill 
this, the study Harmony. 
Without it, one can learn im- 
provise correct style. 

The rules Harmony are very simple 
and comparatively few. We have, not 
many chords, nor are there many inver- 
sions. We have only two, the major and 
minor modes; we have only the triad and 
fourfold chords and their derivitives, and 
out of this simple material the grandest 
symphonies are built. Great intellect 
course needed produce such works, 
but the intellect alone would accomplish 
nothing; the heart power, the inspiration 
is also needed. Yet great as this power 
is, it must comform to law, to certain 
rules. The laws of Harmony do not in 
any way restrict. who has mastered 
these laws feels not their restrictions; 
he is a free musician, for having studied 
the laws and forms, knows and ap- 
preciates their force and value and cheer- 
fully submits to them. He is a free man 
under the law. To rebel against musical 
rules, is a sign of improper musical con- 
duct, and surely of ignorance. The op- 
position to the study of Harmony should 
be the strongest reason why students 
should at once commence to study it. 
Moreover we should be on our guard 
against these so-called ‘‘Credit Courses’’ 
which purpose to give the pupil a general 
knowledge of music. In them the prac- 
tical side music accentuated, and 
little snatches of Harmony, Counterpoint 
and Composition appear here and there 
in the course, and the impression is 
given, that the pupil such 
course, has a complete knowledge of all 
these departments of music. Harmony, 


Counterpoint and Composition are serious 
subjects, requiring much time and labor,

THE REGIONAL TREATMENT 
GEOGRAPHY 


two previous articles the teaching geography, 
have emphasized the importance very simple studies 
home geography. believe such work for little children 
introduction the study this subject. Ideally, 
parent teacher would like travel with child school 
age and take him one country after another. such 
journeys the child would come, most natural way, 
know the children other lands. should climb the 
mountains, traverse the lowland fields, and see the people 
work, should see the great seaports. should come 
know the differences climate the various parts the 
world. The actual experience living through rainy 
season the Philippine Islands, noting the change 
the monsoon circulation India, traveling across great 
desert, would fix indelibly his mind certain images which 
should permanent value him the study 
geography. 

Imaginary journeys must accomplish far possible the 
same ends. The child must get pictures other lands and 
other people impressed upon his mind. must come 
know the changes the lengths day and night the 
Arctic and Antarctic regions, the constancy the twelve 
hours day and night the equator, the changes 
the winds from day night along the coast, and numer- 
ous other natural phenomena with which has not had 
actual personal experience. This training the imagina- 
tion exceedingly valuable and makes part for the 
lack that vividness which personal experiences actual 
travel would bring him. educators must aim 
develop and preserve the child’s imagination grows 
older. 


also emphasized the importance vividly picturing, per- 
haps dramatizing, the life each country which studied 
the first lessons geography. The use pictures, maps, 
charts, museum materials, all fit into such scheme 
instruction. There possible way instructing children 
easily and accurately through the eye. would urge 
that these early stages instruction the child encour- 
aged make picture collections his own. soon 
able write should prepare little stories about what 
sees the picture. Perhaps will raise questions about 
the scene the objects shown the view. Such questions 
should serve the basis for wholesome discussions. The 
picture collections should grow size just the child’s 
experiences should increase through travel through 
imaginary journeys. 

This beginning work, which seems, first thought, 
without organization, perfectly wholesome during the 
early stages the teaching geography. The little child 
the third, fourth, and possibly the fifth grade school 
not greatly concerned with the organization material 
with the explanation all that learning. 

There comes, however, the mental development each 
normal individual, the stage when the study geography 
must more definitely organized. This has been generally 
recognized, and have commonly taken continent 
political unit basis for study. 

These units have some virtue them, but new unit 
which can now defined “natural region” offers still 
greater advantages the teacher geography. natural 
region portion the earth’s surface throughout which 
the geographic conditions which influence life not differ 
greatly. For example, the Central Plains the United 
States serve convenient natural region the study 
human geography. Within that region, bounded the east 
the Appalachian Plateau and the west the great 
semi-arid plains, there are rich soils, amount rainfall 
adequate for agriculture, long growing season, excellent 


waterways and water power, and wonderful resources 
coal, oil, gas, lead, zinc and some other minerals. Near that 
natural region, the Lake Superior district, there are vast 
supplies iron, copper and timber. The physical features, 
the climate and the natural resources, which are the three 
great outstanding elements the geography any natural 
region, are quickly presented and easily understood. 

The natural region should looked upon habitat 
where scenes human life are being enacted. Certain people 
enter upon the stage. They may have their own peculiarities, 
but the geography the region will almost certainly deter- 
mine their occupations. are assuming that they are 
intelligent, civilized beings. The drama that enacted can- 
not understood unless the influence great geographic 
controls understood. 

turn the Black Hills South Dakota. This 
clearly defined natural region which has distinct 
control over the life and activities the people who live 
there. The hills low mountains rise abruptly from ,the 
bordering plains. The rocks are exposed that man easily 
discovered great mineral wealth them, Their elevation 
causes greater rainfall than falls the neighboring plains, 
and the rills are therefore well watered. Mining, lumber- 
ing, and some agriculture are carried on, while the plains 
grazing the chief occupation, and agriculture can pur- 
sued only where irrigation possible. 

The Rocky Mountains make another very natural region 
where the physical features, the climate, and the natural 
resources determine the occupations the people and the 
economic conditions that part the country. 

Numerous other examples could given. The valley 
California stands out conspicuously small natural region. 
The Plain Hungary, surrounded mountains, the valley 
the Po, the highlands Switzerland, the desert Arabia, 
the desert Iran, all yield this same treatment and 
serve units the study geography. 

The aim understand geography now comes the front. 
Pure memorizing facts has resulted very inadequate 
training geography. Facts that are unassociated the 
mind fail linger there. They are meaningless. Such 
teaching results mental training, growth acquisi- 
tion power part the stulent. Geography offers 
remarkable opportunity the teacher train young 
people, through the problem method think, 
understand existing conditions, and sympathize with the 
various races man. This should the end lead them 
become better citizens, not only the United States, but 
the world. 

the regional treatment geography, therefore, may 


for more complete understanding the subject, for 


more thorough knowledge facts, and for more ade- 
quate mental training. Many teachers have already adopted 
the natural region the ‘unit study. All good teachers 
use the problem method instruction, and these plans 
are carried out, the natural enthusiasm which child brings 
the study geography will maintained. That enthu- 
siasm will cultivated, the imagination will trained, and 
geography will become one the greatest forces Ameri- 
can Education.

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GAMES FOR SCHOOL AND PLAYGROUND 


CENTER STRIDE BALL 

(For the playground; players.) 

Large soft ball. 

One player stands the center and others form ring 
around him standing with their feet apart and with each 
foot touching their neighbor’s foot. The player the 
center tries send the ball between the players’ feet 
batting will roll along the ground. The players 
protect themselves batting back. any player fails 
this, and allows the ball pass out between his 
feet his right side must change places with the 
player the center. The one the center allowed 
make all sorts feints. 


Advancing Statues 


(For the playground; more players.) 

The object this game teach children self-control. 

The children stand line about thirty feet from the 
teacher some older pupil who acts leader. When the 
leader faces them they are remain motionless statues, 
but when his back turned they may advance. turning 
unexpectedly irregular intervals the leader seeks catch 
the children motion. child detected motion must 
back the line and start over again. ‘The child first 
crossing the line which the teacher stands the winner. 

leader counts ten before turning. The 
counting may fast slow, regular irregular. 


Black and White; Day and Night 


(For the playground. Eleven more players.) 

Disc, black one side and white the other side. 

Two players select other players alternately. The two 
sides thus chosen should equal number and neafly 
equal running ability possible. They are called Blacks 
and Whites. 

The sides stand facing each other midway between two 

goals. 
disc black one side and white the other tossed 
between the sides the leader. the disc falls 
that the black side uppermost the Blacks run for their 
goal, the Whites running after them tag them. Anyone 
tagged before reaching the goal out the game. 
Similarly, the white side the disc uppermost the 
Whites chase the Blacks. That side wins which succeeds 
putting out all those the other side. 

Variation—By laughing and doing laughable “stunts” 
team whose side the disc comes uppermost tries make 
players the other side laugh smile. Any one thus 
made laugh smile out. Care should taken that 
the players not cross the line between the sides. 


Blackboard Relay 


(For the schoolroom; eight more players.) 

Each row seats, which equal number children 
are seated, given number the blackboard directly 
front it. signal the pupil farthest back each row 
runs forward, seizes piece crayon and writes the number 
the board the space assigned his row; that is, 
the backmost pupil the first row writes the number 
space the backmost pupil the second row writes the 
number space and on. When the players return 
those seated next front them run forward and write 
the number when they return, those front them run 
forward and write the number This continues until all 
the pupils each row have written numbers the board 
and have returned their seats. pupil cannot run for- 
ward until the one preceding him passes him his return. 
The row wins whose last player first returns his seat. 

This game can greatly varied with respect what 
written the blackboard. The players may required 
write the names cities, rivers; mountains, other 
geographical features; the names battles. statesmen, 
generals other history. Each pupil may 
required write his own name. Other variations may easily 
invented the teacher. 


Imitation 

(For the schoolroom playground; five more players.) 

leader chosen and the rest the players stand facing 
him. The leader goes through various motions, such 
splitting wood, sawing wood, washing clothes, wringing 
clothes, hopping, jumping, etc., saying with each kind 
action, “Do this,” “Do that.” When says “Do this,” 
the rest the players are imitate him; when says 
“Do that,” they are not so. Any player who imitates 
the action the wrong time fails the right 
time out the game. The game continues till only one 
player and the leader remain. The player remaining becomes 
the leader. 


Kaleidoscope 

(For the schoolroom playground; eight more 
players.) 

Four more the players stand front the rest, 
who are seated. Each player who standing given the 
name some city that those who are seated may know 
what city each one represents. Those seated close their 
eyes, or, better, turn.about and look the other way. The 
ones standing then rearrange their line that each player 
has new position. Those seated now open their eyes and 
(one time) are asked name what city each one repre- 
sents. This will serve test observation and memory. 

Instead names cities, the names countries, lakes, 
rivers other names geography may used. Names 
history, names authors, titles books, names birds, 
and other objects nature study other branches are 
also available. However, only one class names 
used time. 

Magic Music 

(For the schoolroom; five more players.) 

Some article hidden while pupil out the room. 
Re-entering the room, searches for it, being guided 
music which becomes softer recedes from the article 
and approaches it. Organ, piano, other 
instruments may used; the pupils may sing song. 
found before the tune has been played certain number 
times, before the song has been sung through. 


Modes Travel 

(For the playground; five more players.) 

The players are ranged one end the playground and 
are numbered from one up. When player’s number 
called crosses the grounds any way may choose. 
player may employ the same mode travel any preced- 
ing player. After all have crossed the grounds the teacher, 
other leader, committee previously selected, decides 
which one traveled the most unique 
manner. 

Variation—The players cross and re-cross the playing 
space, using each time different modes travel. When 
player can not travel new way, drops out the 
game. The one who holds out longest wins. 


HOW MAKE DELICIOUS HOME-MADE FRUIT 
PASTES 

Fruit pastes are made from the edible portion fruit 
which after cooking has been passed through sieve and 
cooked again until the excess water driven off. Only 
small amount sugar required. combination differ- 
ent kinds fruit pulp makes delightfully flavored paste, 
but peaches alone make one. Canned fruit can 


used make paste. When the pulp-is boiled down 


until very thick, pour layers marble glass 
slabs platter. Place where there strong circula- 
tion air and allow the paste dry for two three days. 
When sufficiently dry, cut into squares, Roll 
granulated sugar and place again draft. Paste may 
packed tin boxes, glass jars, paraffin-coated con- 
tainers. 
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SCHOOL LUNCHES AND HEALTH EDUCATION 


(The campaign for child health has given new impetus 
the school-lunch movement America, Teachers are 
beginning regard the school lunch health project that 
should given significant place the curriculum. This 
authoritative presentation the organization school 
lunches therefore recommended teachers and all others 
working the child health.) 

The school lunch rapidly becoming recognized part 
our school system, and should therefore established 
through the use school funds, with the overhead expenses 
conducting the lunch supplied from the same source. The 
day the concessionaire passing, and cannot pass too 
quickly. turns the lunch into commercial enterprise, 
with the welfare the children not the first and only con- 
sideration. school lunch should conducted profit. 
Even the larger schools the receipts from the lunches 
should the most only cover the cost the raw food, 
service, and other running expenses. 

careful study school-lunch problems should made 
every school starting such work, the greatest 
importance that the lunch should developed along the 
broadest possible lines. The co-operation and interest 
the entire community are necessary, and the interest the 
school boys and girls themselves should aroused and main- 
tained every conceivable way. Good organization neces- 
sary for successful work. The problems organization and 
administration are here discussed, while the food problems 
themselves are not considered detail. Valuable references 
diet are available for the benefit teachers who wish 
inform themselves regard all aspects the work. 
The knowledge, the interest. and the enthusiasm the 
teacher will determine the success the undertaking. 

The lunch work should vital part the health 
teaching every school. children who stay school 
for lunch need hot food the noon hour, but that not 
all. excellent opportunity offered for instruction and 
training right food habits, and teachers should take 
advantage this the fullest extent possible. The lunch 
school should never become perfunctory matter. 
not just question providing food, but means 
teaching the boys and girls eat the right way the foods 
that are good for them. 

Through the school lunch teachers may work very closely 
with the homes the community and should know some- 
thing home conditions their own districts. Common 
errors the feeding children are frequently revealed 
when teachers secure the interest and co-operation the 
mothers. 

The children may not drinking their pint 
milk day. 

Some children may come breakfastless school. 

some homes the bowl breakfast cereal may 
not given its share attention. 

The diet may lacking vegetables. 

Other children may given tea and coffee freely 
and may allowed eat too much meat and 
pastry. 

Tact and patience securing the interest both mothers 
and children will gradually correct these érrors, and better 
conditions nutrition will established. 

The knowledge home conditions particularly impor- 
tant among foreign-born families, who usually not know 
how adapt their national food habits American condi- 
know comparatively little about the various 
national dishes and their preparation and not yet 
realize how these foreign dishes may contribute our own 
dietaries. Miss Bertha Wood, the Boston Dispensary 
Food Clinic, who has recently made investigation the 
diets foreign-born families, feels very strongly that such 
studies are necessary helping foreign-born 
their food problems. Where there fair representation 
of. certain nationalities among the pupils,

The taste more easily acquired 
through the use full-flavored cream soups and purees 
instead through the use vegetables more obvious 
forms. stated above, friendly co-operation with the 
parents should carried on, children must impressed 
with the importance eating the same types food 
home.

BALTIMORE 


Baltimore, the largest the Southern cities, stands near 
the head Chesapeake Bay, which the largest bay 
the Atlantic coast. excellent harbor attracts ships from 
all parts the world that unload their cargoes the docks 
and take return products from nearly every section 
the United States. 

The city important Southern railroad center. Vast 
quantities iron, coal and grain are sent there from the 
West and from the South come raw sugar, tobacco, fruits 
vegetables. 

Baltimore built undulating ground and within the

VEGETABLES NECESSARY PART 
MEALS THROUGHOUT YEAR 


Vegetables are necessary part the daily meal 
bread, the body kept strong and healthy. House- 
keepers sometimes forget this winter when fresh vege- 
tables are hard get and the family tired all the kinds 
hand. Too often the diet allowed become one 
meat-bread-and-potato type, which does not give children 
all the things they make them grow and develop 
normally, and which unsatisfactory for adults well. 
needs supplemented plenty milk, eggs, and other 
vegetables besides potatoes. 


The Cause That “Tired Feeling” 

“Spring fever,” the tired-out feeling that comes the 
end winter nutrition experts lay the lack sufficient 
fruits and vegetables the winter diet. Certain that 
many persons have unusual craving for “greens” the 
spring which they probably would not have meals during 
the winter included abundance vegetables, and when 
vegetables and fruits are entirely lacking the late winter, 
some northern regions, severe illness often noted. 

Preparing the familiar kinds vegetables more 
appetizing ways that are perhaps new the family and 
teaching the children eat kinds that they are prejudiced 
against are least two ways which the housekeeper can 
solve her problem what have for dinner winter. 

Moreover, many persons make the mistake cooking 
vegetables too long. ‘This makes those with delicate flavors 
tasteless, develops strong flavors too much, destroys the 
agreeable texture some, causes others lose their attrac- 
tive coloring, and most cases cooks out too large propor- 
tion the mineral salts, one thing which makes vegetables 
especially valuable food. the strong ones, such 
onions, are cooked rather large quantity water 
uncovered vessel, they will have more delicate flavor. The 
following ways cooking some the winter vegetables 
are recommended home economics specialists the 
United States Department Agriculture. 

Cabbage has long been winter standby, but many per- 
sons not like because often cooked until 
limp, colorless mass. generally one the cheapest 
the winter vegetables, and also one the richest calcium 
(lime) and iron, substances that every one needs keep 
the body good working order. should boiled only 
minutes, salted water. may then seasoned 
with salt, pepper and butter cream; or. scalloped with 
cheese, makes substantial dish, suitable for the main 
dish lunch supper. 


Scalloped Cabbage and Cheese 

medium-sized cabbage. 

tablespoons butter other fat. 

tablespoons 

cup milk. 

teaspoon salt.

cup grated cheese. 

Wash the cabbage thoroughly, put into boiling salted 
water, and cook for minutes. Drain it, and keep 
the water which has been cooked for use soup, 
desired. Make white sauce from the butter, flour, milk, 
salt, and pepper, and stir into the grated cheese.

and sauce, cover the top with bread crumbs that have been 
combined with little melted butter other fat, and bake 
for fifteen minutes, until the crumbs are browned. 

Onions are another rich source body-building mineral 
substances. most persons they, too, need 
cooked such way that their flavor becomes milder rather 
than stronger. Here recipe for appetizing soup, easy

some ways they are like potatoes, but they differ just enough 
flavor and texture add pleasing variety the daily 
meals. Before potatoes came popular standby Jeru- 
salem artichokes, steamed, boiled, made into soup were 
common dish, but nowadays they are somewhat neglected. 
They are still for sale during the fall and winter many 
city markets, and they can grown practically any 
home garden the soil well drained. 

Here are some good ways using Jerusalem artichokes 
the menu: 

Boil the tubers salted water until they are tender, just 
you would The skins may removed either 
before after boiling. Combine the artichokes with cream 
sauce, serve them with melted butter, salt, and pepper. 

Cold boiled artichokes make delicious salad when com- 
bined with mayonnaise, French, boiled dressing and served 
bed lettuce other salad greens. Many persons 
prefer this potato salad, for the artichokes have more 
flavor and are less starchy than potatoes, Jerusalem arti- 
chokes may also used raw salad, like radishes. They 
are particularly crisp left the ground all winter and 
dug before they begin grow again the spring.

entirely fitting, has 
been already stated our first 
paper, that teacher and student 
should realize that the aim and 
purpose language study 
and should such acquirement 
language, will enable the 
student read, speak and write 
it, easily and correctly. 

What then should our first 
approach the acquirement 
any language? Should not be, 
taking English the basis 
our comparison, pointing out 
wherein the genius the 
language acquired differs 
from that our own language: 

Dr. Thomas This could done 
clear and simple terms. Remember, too, that teaching 
language beginners, you cannot too simple your 
explanations and illustrations. you speak inflected 
language, sure that your illustrations convey the 
young minds your class clearness upon this point. 
Nothing confusing the student mind kind 
abstract and hazy explanation, nebulous and indefinite, 
that clear intelligent conception the point under 
discussion, foilows. 

should not difficult, too, for teacher explain 
class the difference between analytic and syn- 
thetic language, taking English and Latin types 
each. The great mistake made generally beginning 
the study language with class is, that boys and 
girls are plunged into the depths the grammar before 
they have the least idea the genius the language, 
wherein, differs from their mother tongue. explana- 
tion this differentiation does not involve any philosophy 
all. child ten years age can led under- 
stand it. 

There reason whatever, too, that this point 
should not made clear that all languages are 
organic growth, and suffer the changes incident all 
growth. the language under consideration Spanish 
French its relationship the parent language the 
Romance languages should pointed out. All this, 
made clear, not all beyond the comprehension 
intelligent boys and girls twelve years age. the 
test clear thinker bringing philosophy down 
the tea table, the test great teacher making 
clear class boys and girls studying language the 
characteristics that differentiate this language from other 
language. This can easily done the outset and, 
truth, this the proper time it. 

Then, having made clear the road for true comprehen- 
sion and progress, the next and, indeed, most important 
question that arises pronounciation. This best, how- 
ever, can first only approximately taught. Remem- 
ber that sounds are race inheritance. The accent upon 
Viking’s tongue, that Spanish Don, had forma- 
tion the dawn the centuries, long before Scandi- 
navian Spanish dictionaries formulated concretely 
letters. not this way expect too much your 
students. They cannot year many years become 
Paul Passys. The organs speech the child have 
been formed its mother tongue; and will, indeed, 
need patience adjust these organs alien 
sounds that not properly belong this mother tongue. 

remember many years ago, when studying the 
University Grenoble France, that was most inter- 
esting note the classes French, hailing the 
students did from well nigh every country Europe, 
wherein each nationality failed the pronounciation 
the French language. course with native pride each 
group believed that they read French best. Only the 
French professor could well give judgment this. The 
Italians fell down some sounds; did the Norwegians; 
did the Germans; did the English and did the 
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Russians. The Germans got the French well because 
similar sound the German language. But the 
Anglo-Saxon tongue does not bend blend well 
languages. that your Englishman perhaps the worst 
linguist the world. The Celt Scotland Ireland ac- 
quires language more quickly, because his power 
adaptation; and because, the case the study Ger- 
man, similar sounds found the German and 
Celtic tongues. 

tHe initial lessons lectures class beginners 
any language the teacher would well use the 
blackboard. this means every the way 
pronounciation can placed before the whole class. 
Besides, the teacher can this means, too, group the 
sounds. Something can done, course, represent- 
ing equivalents the sounds English. 

Especially, too, teaching languages observation and 
comparison should appealed to. know, indeed, 
gift requisite language study that observation.

The control- 
ing thought found the question “If there were dreams 
sell, what would you buy?” and the emotionalized 
thought, the cottage lone and The 
beauty Mr. Hearn’s interpretation sufficient excuse 
for our quoting here. “You must not understand the 
verses too literally. rather assume dreams 
joys, delights that are dreams only the deep 
meaning that all pleasures are unstable, and therefore 
illusions, like visions sleep. But illusions are very 
pleasant things their way. Suppose could buy them. 
can buy great many things are willing pay 
the price. There are dreams which can only buy 
the cost life; must die before can see them. But 
there are others that can obtain much cheaper, just 
the cost very little pain. The poet says that life 
left him with the wish only for very quiet place live 
in, apart trom men and close Nature, where could 
dream until died.” 

the first stanza the mood dreams, 
graceful rose-leaf; but the second intense and 
still woes, until and “this would 
best heal ill.” The fanciful and graceful are joy 
akin are also the words connoting both: dreams, bell, 
life’s rose-leaf, merry, and light sigh. Pathos 
implied lone, shadowy, woes, ill, and die—and deeper 
pathos the words “best heal” which remind that 
earth the poet’s ill can never completely healed. 

Not less graceful than the mood the movement. The 
poet skips from line line lightly and easily 
pedlar, whose pack one dreams, might from man 
man. The melody the verse falls the ear 
gently the light sigh the sound the fallen rose- 
leaf. The combination rising movement with double 
rhythm affords distinctive and pleasing rhythmical effect. 
Wherever seemed best the poet substitute for 
definite purpose the falling movement, did so. The 
result the variation swinging movement not unlike 
the sound the crier’s bell! 

The melody these exquisite verses peculiarly 
satisfying beauty. All the technical embellishments 
sound effects have been called into play: refrain lines, 
repetition words, alliteration, assonance and onoma- 
topoeia. Even “the suble vowel and consonantal 
sequence” are not lacking. The-refrain lines are—

Linking together the verses have repetitions the 
riming words: sell, buy, bell, crown, down, and still, and 
the non-riming words some, would, life’s fresh crown, 
and shake. The whole poem unified artistic and 
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clever arrangement rime. Internal alliteration per- 

meates every line, but initial alliteration rarely used. 

The iterated and sounds, allied notions delicacy 

and fancy, create enchanting atmosphere. 

suggestive onomatopoeia the very heart the poet’s 

music—music mere words. Just the word “melody” 

magically musical itself, are the words—bell, 

sell, tell, pearl, dreams, and the light 

sigh,” “until die,” “merry and sad tell,” and “only 
used the poem. 

The metrical structure somewhat out the ordinary. 
The first stanza composed six lines alternating 
trimeter and dimeter verse with usual rime ababcc and 
quatrain three trimeters and one dimeter with the 
unusual rime aaab.

DIOCESE CLEVELAND PARISH SCHOOLS. 


the parochial schools the Diocese Cleveland 
there are 55,984 pupils, distributed follows: Elementary 
schools, 53,315; commercial schools, 814; high schools, 
1,855. The number elementary schools 139, com- 
mercial schools 26, and high schools, 21. The number 
teachers 974, 911 religious and lay. These statistics 
are from the report the superintendent, Rev. 
Kane, for the school year 1919-1920. 


this report says that 1,055 pupils left the schools 
after the seventh year—that last year’s seventh grade 
only per cent remained for the eighth grade. The fall- 
ing away between the first grade and the eighth grade 
amounted per cent., which, however, was per cent 
better than the year immediately 

Two new schools were opened during the year, but more 
were needed, their erection being deferred account 
the high cost building. 


While there was slight falling off the number 
pupils for the commercial schools, the superintendent be- 
lieves the day fast coming when very few will feel satis- 
fied with training that does not extend more than two 
years beyond the elementary schools. the 
large increase attendance reported from the regular 
high schools affording for this 
belief.

tional authorities. This will entail many sacrifices and 
much hard work the part the communities and the 
Sisters and will require generous co-operation the part 
the parish priests. the approved rule the 
diocese that teaching Sister may required under- 
take work connection with the parish the parish 
buildings that not directly connected with the school. 
The Sisters need all the time they can get prepare 
for class work and engage study leading normal 
certification. They must absolutely free from all work 
foreign the school.

books required the curriculum high schools, normal 
schools and colleges must studied. not just that 
the communities should asked bear all this addi- 
tional expense; legitimate parish expense, and 
should borne its entirety the parish.”

Referring the large number tests based 
absolute and largely mechanical standards measure-

“IT am not recommending the use of these tests to busy, 
practical superintendents. Not that, I do not recognize any 
value in them, but because I do not believe that they have been 
sufficiently matured, nor have they stood the test of practical 
experience. In their present state of development most of them 
are too expensive, too combersome to be of practical utility to 
busy superintendent. Often trained psychologists are needed 


to use these tests.’” Brother Waldron favors as a rule tests 
based on the superintendent’s judicial appreciations.

Bolshevism. 


The press everywhere has been particularly vigorous 
its denunciations Bolshevism, whether its dis- 
patches editorials. giving very little definite 
information what Bolshevism really consists in, but 
invariably represents the institution something de- 
cidedly bad, full danger, and entirely deserving un- 
qualified condemnation. One feature regularly 
dwelt upon certain arouse the opposition every 
sane-minded human being. Its plan contemplates, 
are told, handing over the care and education children 
the state. Parents would not allowed rear their 
own cherished off-spring. 

wonder occured many that our parochial 
schools, the matter religious instruction and train- 
ing, too far the same direction. Whatever the 
One can fail observe that parishes favored 
with school conducted religious, parents are wont 
shirk too much this responsibility. For the prevalence 
this evil not our school system much more blame 
than the parents? not, unintentionally course, 
exclude parents from the opportunity. 

There Children’s Mass Sunday, during which 
not the father mother, but the teachers are guiding the 
child; afternoons the child given hour religious 
instruction the teacher and probably attends Vespers 
under the same supervision. Should there parish 
library the teacher provides him with religious reading, 
the parent not having give the matter even thought. 
Now, not this taking the training 
the children out the hands the parents? Does not 
every one realize that when child has given three 
four hours the Sunday religious exercises under the 
supervision teachers, would practically impossible 
for parents, matter how much inclined, anything 
more for him that day. Again children usually con- 
fession and Communion first Fridays; they are taken 
confession classes groups. This all arranged 
and provided for the school; fathers and mothers are 
not expected look ahead and see it; children are 
never left their own initiative. the fulfillment 
this tremendously important duty the home ceases 
factor. the school week-days teachers not only 
give religious instruction, but assume the entire obliga- 
tion making.the children apply themselves religious 
studies. Usually memorizing strictly the answers the 
Catechism required, task which enforced the 
attention the teachers not the vigiliance the par- 
ents. Even the ordinary prayer which every Christian 
expected recite morning and evening are learned the 
school, being customary many schools commence 
the day ‘with the recitation full morning prayer and 
end with evening prayer, thus relieving children for 
the necessity saying them the proper time and place 
and the parents from the necessity looking after it. 

When conditions prevail described here, simply 
means that during all those tender years children are not 
accustomed have their father mother look after 
their religious duties, with the consequence that they soon 
mistrustingly resent their interference when school days 
are over. Every one understands that parents would 
maintain salutary control over the religious practices 


their grown-up boys and girls, they must constantly ex- 


ercise that control their tenderest years. 

Every system and every abuse has its defense, and there 
are two arguments regularly advanced defense the 
system this article condeming. One that parents 
cannot it, the other that parents will not it. Let 
begin dealing with the first objection. should like 
ask individual teachers how many parents they have 
met their long experience who were not capable 
accompaning their children Mass Sunday, guaran- 
teeing their behavior church, seeking out books the 
library for them read, reminding them that the day 
for confession had arrived, being with them the Com- 
munion Mass and remaining long enough for suitable 
Thanksgiving. Surely, none these duties require such 
very high order intellegence for their execution. 
the matter night and morning prayer the best results 
any have witnessed have probably been secured 
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homes where the parents could not read, and was 
these same homes that the Catechism was learned from 
cover cover, and that early age matter 
fact, all those parishes where children attend public 
schools usually find that they know their prayers and 
least the words the Catechism, whatever influence 
may have brought about. 


few years ago Our Holy Father, Pius fixing 
arriving the use reason the age for First Com- 
munion, definitely announced that this was primarily for 
parents. Characteristically enough, our 
schools took the whole matter upon 
tainly has not yet been established that parents could 
not give the necessary instruction. was privilege 
lately asked examine the class fifty sixty 
children First Communion age with view deciding 
upon their fitness. Although the great majority them 
were attending the parish school, two gave evidence 
instruction and preparation surprisingly thorough. One 
these attended public school country district and 
was evidently looked after home, the other, not yet 
six years age, had been prepared non-Catholic 
mother. 


The second charge, that parents will not look after the 
religious instruction and practices their children, 
dreadfully serious. That certain cases easily 
understood. But this describes not the exception but 
the rule, what argue for the religious spirit the 
next generation? Does anyone hope see vigorous 
Catholic city among population brought homes 
whose guardians are utterly indifferent the importance 
religious interests? Should not going about the 
matter entirely the wrong way, under such condi- 
tions were satisfied with merely giving the children 
such religious formation obtainable school? The 
real work zeal for all, pastors and teachers, would 
surely consist bringing every possible influence bear 
upon the parents, that they may awake sense their 
duty parents. Let however hope that the great 
majority Catholic parishes and districts this wanton 
unwillingness the part parents the exception, not 
the rule. And, such being the case, will agree 
that our system religious instruction and formation 
should made conform with what the rule rather 
than with what the exception. The cardinal mistake 
our present efforts seems lie directing our whole 
plan that may provide for the exception. 


Nor for assume that since parents are not 
looking after these matters, they are unwilling so. 
The fault certainly ours. They are not doing because 
are always barring them out. Good, simple people 
that they are, they naturally recognize that priests and 
religious brothers and sisters will the work perfectly 
and who are they that they should interfere assert them- 
selves? One thing not make them understand— 
that are only their assistants, that the school only 
the extension the home, that without their leadership 
our assistance will bear little fruit and that generally 
were better should attempt only what they positively 
can not do. true Christian teacher she who 
succeeds securing the co-operation the father and 
mother the very utmost. 

practical suggestion passing—if teachers would 
secure the co-operation parents essential that every 
child have its own text book, even the children preparing 
for First Communion. Without its assistance the ordi- 
nary parent will not make much progress nor attempt 
very much. The teacher conducting First Communion 
class school hours, child making use Catechism 
primer there home, little short abuse. 
most effective means forbidding parents every op- 
portunity participating this their sacred duty. Here 
where our Bolshevism evident. 

was enabled, during long term one parish ob- 
serve the outcome certain cases dependent almost en- 
tirely school-training.

During the school years these chil- 
dren, through the teachers’ influence, assisted regularly 
Mass, were monthly communicants, sang the choir, 
won Catechism prizes, and were generally exemplary, 


that were accustomed remark “though the parents 
are good lost, shall save the children.” Time 
revealed the contrary; when the youngest the sixty- 
two had reached the age twenty, only three attended 
Mass regularly Sunday, the majority not all. This 
perhaps exemplifies what will obtain, when school and 
church have done their utmost, the home doing nothing. 

There another aspect this question, the most dis- 
astrous all. Perhaps never suspect that our 
solicitude for children our charge undermine tradi- 
tions held sacred for generations. There many home 
which the father and mother were disposed all 
that their parents and grand-parents, from time im- 
memorial, had been doing the matter religious in- 
struction and training the children. our action and 
methods give these parents understand that they 
are henceforth relieved this duty. Children brought 
have experience parents doing their part; they 
turn will not it, and thus the custom disappears 
future generations such families.
